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INSTRUCTIONS FOR COLLABORATORS 


1. The first list of books and articles, as complete as possible, 
is asked for by Nov. 1, 1920. This will enable us to get forward 
with the bulk of the classification and ensure the early appear- 
ance of the work. 


2. The second list must be in by Jan. 31, 1921. Notices 
received after this date cannot be inserted in the 1921 volume, 
though they will be published in the Bulletin, if space allows, 
as a supplementary list. 


3. The following details should if known be given. Con- 
cerning books: Author, full title, no. of pages, size of page 
(in centimetres), publisher, price. Concerning articles: Author, 
full title, journal (name, volume, number, date), nos. of pages. 


4. It will be very helpful if cards or slips of paper (5” x 3’, 
t.€. I2°5cm. x 7°5cm.) are used. One notice only should be 
written on each. Communications sent on sheets of paper will 
be recopied at Headquarters. 


5. Arrange data thus:

6. The aim of the Bibliography is to include all serious con- 
tributions to the subject. Bnef mentions will generally be 
excluded, and articles which make no pretence at being of a 
scholarly nature. Where there is doubt collaborators are asked 
to write the notice, adding a short description of its scope by 
which the Editors may estimate its worth. 


7. Any other concise annotations will be of value: though 
space this year will not permit of their publication, they will 
be available for reference by members wishing to consult them. 


8. Work dealing with the influence of English on other 
languages and literatures or vice versd should be included.

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BOOKS RECEIVED 


L’Ordene de Chevalerte: edited by Roy Temple House, Ph.D. 
This Old French text is edited by Dr House as part of the bi- 
monthly series of research pamphlets published by the University 
of Oklahoma. It is a poem of some five hundred lines, shewing 
clearly the influence of Chrétien’s Perceval, and dating in all 
probability from very early in the thirteenth century. Dr House 
edits the poem with a detailed introduction, copious notes, 
critical apparatus and bibliography. 


Historical Outlines of English Phonology and Middle English 
Grammar, by Samuel Moore, Associate Professor of English, 
University of Michigan (pp. 83). A small but useful volume 
intended for use in three distinct branches of the English 
curriculum: Chaucer, Middle English and the history of the 
English language. It is as full as its scope makes desirable and 
admirably clear; the arrangement of Old and Middle English 
forms and the notes on dialect commend the book particularly 
to the practical teacher. 


The Elements of Old English, by Samuel Moore and Thomas 
A. Knott (pp. 209). This book, like the preceding, is published 
by George Wahr, Ann Arbor, Michigan, at $1.50. It has been 
in use at four American universities in a tentative form and 
now appears, after two revisions, in its final shape, Short 
reading-selections follow each lesson in the elementary section 
of the book, appended to which is a more detailed ‘reference 
grammar.” 


Professor Albert Schinz is about to publish with Messrs. 
Appleton and Co. a volume entitled French Literature of the 
Great War.

Gifts of books or pamphlets are always greatly appreciated. They 
are handed to the appropriate Subject-Group if one exists; other- 
wise they are retained at Headquarters until a Group may be formed. 

The Association, through its Subject-Groups and Advisory mem-

This Association was founded at Cambridge on June rst, 
1918, and after two years’ work now numbers 600 members. 
Its main object is the encouragement of advanced study in 
Modern Languages and Literatures by co-operation, through 
correspondence, personal intercourse, the interchange of infor- 
mation and counsel, and financial support for students engaged 
in research. The Association aims at improving and facilitating 
means and methods, and seeks such a co-ordination of isolated 
effort that those interested or engaged in the same branch of 
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research shall be kept informed of each other’s work, and that 
unnecessary duplication of energy shall be avoided. 

Persons duly qualified for membership of the Association may 
become :— 


1. Ordinary members, if actually engaged in or contem- 
plating research. 


2. Associate members, if in sympathy with the aims of the 
Association, but not personally engaged in research. 


Local Correspondents are desired for all localities where 
membership is likely to increase. Centres numbering more than 
twenty members may form Local Branches, each Branch having 
the right to appoint one member to sit on the General Committee. 
Members engaged in similar studies may form Subject-Groups 
for the furtherance of the Association’s aims. A number of 
these are already at work and the formation of others is con- 
templated. 

The Association principally needs Workers, and for the con- 
sideration of those of its members who are anxious to forward 
its activities, a note of some directions in which they may be 
useful is appended: 


1. If your district is unrepresented on the list of Cor- 
respondents, you can represent it, and by bringing the Associa- 
tion to the notice of scholars, writers, teachers and editors of 
journals, help towards the foundation of a Branch. 


2. You can possibly assist in the formation of a Group, by 
organising it, by undertaking secretarial work, or by collecting 
those of similar interests to your own and getting into touch 
with others. 


3. You can certainly bring the Association to the notice of 
your friends in whatever part of the world you live.
